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STUDY ON THE BATF FROM THE PAST 


Back in 1982 after receiving a series of 
complaints the Senate Committee on the 
Judiciary began investigating the Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms. Many of the 
abuses cited herein are still with us today: 

Strange as it may sound the rise of firearms 
investigations by the BATF skyrocketed after a 
decline of alcohol prosecutions of moonshiners 
in the South: “The mid-1970s saw rapid 
increases in sugar prices , and these in turn 
drove the bulk of the ‘moonshiners’ out of 
business . Over 15,000 illegal distilleries had 
been raided in 1956; but by 1976 this had 
fallen off to a mere 609. The BATF thus 
began to devote the bulk of its efforts to the 
area of firearms law enforcement,” said the 
report. 

The end result was a few thousand BATF 
agents sitting around the office looking for 
something to do. In order to justify their 
paychecks each week they zeroed in on gun 
owners. However, too lazy to hit the streets and 
investigate real firearms violations that would 
save lives and reduce crime, BATF agents went 
after “easy targets,” i.e., legitimate gun owners 
and collectors. The report said: 

“Complaints regarding the techniques 
used by the Bureau in an effort to generate 
firearms cases led to hearings before the 
Subcommittee on Treasury, Post Office and 
General Appropriations of the Senate 
Appropriations Committee in July 1979 and 
April 1980, and before the Subcommittee on 
the Constitution of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee in October 1980. At these hearings 
evidence was received from various citizens 
who had been charged by BA TF, from experts 
who have studied the BATF, and from 
officials of the Bureau itself 

“Based upon these hearings it is apparent 
the enforcement tactics made possible by 
current federal firearms laws are 
constitutionally, legally, and practically 
reprehensible. Although Congress adopted the 
Gun Control Act with the primary object of 
limiting access of felons and high-risk groups 
to firearms , the overbreadth of the law has led 
to neglect of precisely this area of

example the 

Subcommittee on the 
Constitution received 
two members of the 


Illinois Judiciary, dated 1980, indicating that 
they had been totally unable to persuade 
BA TF to accept cases against felons who were 
in possession of firearms including sawed-off 
shotguns. The Bureau ’s own figures 

demonstrate that in recent years the 
percentage of its arrests devoted to felons in 
possession and persons knowingly selling 
them have dropped from 14% down to 10% of 
their firearms cases. To be sure, genuine 
criminals are sometimes prosecuted under 
other sections of the law. Yet, subsequent to 
these hearings, BATF stated that 55% of its 
gun law prosecutions overall involve persons 
with no record of a felony conviction , and a 
third involve citizens with no prior police 
contact at all [Emphasis added.] 

The Subcommittee received evidence that 
BATF has primarily devoted its firearms 
enforcement efforts to the apprehension, upon 
technical malum prohibitum [an act which is 
not inherently immoral, but becomes so 
because its commission is expressly forbidden 
by positive law — Black's Law Dictionary , 6th 
ed.] charges, of individuals who lack all 
criminal intent and knowledg e [emphasis 
added]. Agents anxious to generate an 
impressive arrest and gun confiscation quota 
have repeatedly enticed gun collectors into 
making a small number of sales— often as few 
as four— from their personal collections. 
Although each of the sales was completely 
legal under state and federal law, the agents 
then charged the collector with having 
“engaged in the business” of dealing in guns 
without a license. Since existing law permits a 
felony conviction upon these charges even 
where the individual has no criminal 
knowledge or intent numerous collectors have 
been ruined by a felony record carrying a 
potential sentence of five years in federal 
prison. In each case where the collectors 
secured acquittal, or grand juries failed to 
indict, or prosecutors refused to file criminal 
charges, agents of the Bureau have generally 
confiscated the entire collection of the 
potential defendant upon the ground that he 


intended to use them in that violation of the 
law. In several cases, the agents have refused 
to return the collection even after acquittal by 
jury. 

The defendant, under existing law, is not 
entitled to an award of attorney’s fees; 
therefore, should he secure return of his 
collection, an individual who has spent 
thousands of dollars establishing his 
innocence of criminal charges is required to 
spend thousands more to civilly prove his 
innocence of the same acts, without hope of 
securing any redress. [Note: This is totally 
ridiculous. Here’s Congress, who makes the 
law, complaining about how unjust the law is 
when they have the power to make it unlawful 
for the BATF to operate in this manner] This, 
of course, has given the enforcing agency 
enormous bargaining power in refusing to 
return confiscated firearms. Evidence received 
by the Subcommittee on the Constitution 
demonstrated that Bureau agents have tended 
to concentrate upon collector’s items rather 
that “ criminal street guns.” One witness 
appearing before the Subcommittee related 
the confiscation of a shotgun valued at 
$ 7,000 : Even the Bureau’s own valuations 
indicate that the value of firearms confiscated 
by their agents is over twice the value which 
the Bureau has claimed is typical of “street 
guns” used in crime. In recent months, the 
average value has increased rather that 
decreased, indicating that the reforms 
announced by the Bureau have not in fact 
redirected their agents away from collector’s 
items and toward guns used in crime. ” 

The following comment shows how 
agencies, which have no legislative powers 
whatsoever, make their own laws, usurping the 
role of Congress. 

“The Subcommittee on the Constitution 
has also obtained evidence of a variety of 
other misdirected conduct by agents and 
supervisors of the Bureau. In several cases, 
the Bureau has sought conviction for 
supposed technical violations based upon 
policies and interpretations of law which the 
Bureau has not published in the Federal 
Register, as required by 5 U.S.C. 552. [Note: 
552 is designed to prevent administrative 
agencies from “secret lawmaking.” However, 
the way the BATF operates, 552 may just as 


well not exist. Congress must reclaim the law 
making power that it has delegated unlawfully 
to administrative agencies like BATF, and obey 
the Constitution: All legislative powers herein 
granted shall be vested in a Congress of the 
United States. (Art 1, Sec. 1)] For instance , 
beginning in 1975 , Bureau officials 

apparently reached a judgment that a dealer 
who sells to a legitimate purchaser may 
nonetheless be subject to prosecution or 
license revocation if he knows that that 
individual intends to transfer the firearm to a 
nonresident or other qualified purchaser. This 
position was never published in the Federal 
Register [Editor’s note: It is outrageous that 
federal agencies can legislate, as the President 
does via Executive Orders, by simply recording 
them in the Federal Register.] and is indeed 
contrary to indications which Bureau officials 
had given Congress , that such sales were not 
a violation of existing law. Moreover , BATF 
had informed dealers that an adult purchaser 
could legally buy for a minor , barred by his 
age from purchasing a gun on his own. BA TF 
made no effort to suggest that this was 
applicable only where the barrier was one of 
age. Rather than informing the dealers of this 
distinction , Bureau agents set out to produce 
mass arrests upon the “straw man ” sale 
charges , sending out undercover agents to 
entice dealers into transfers of this type. The 
first major use of these charges , in South 
Carolina in 1975, led to 37 dealers being 
driven from business , many convicted of 
felony charges. When one of the judges 
informed Bureau officials that he felt dealers 
had not been fairly treated and given 
information of the policies they were expected 
to follow , and refused to permit further 
prosecutions until they were informed , 
Bureau officials were careful to inform only 
the dealers in that one state and even then 
complained in internal memoranda that this 
was interfering with the creation of the cases. 
When BATF was later requested to place a 
warning to dealers on the front of the Form 
4473 , which each dealer executes when a sale 
is made, it instead chose to place the warning 
in fine print upon the back of the form, thus 
further concealing it from the dealer’s sight. ” 

Never mind 5 U.S.C 552, this is an instance 
of “...let us lurk privily for the innocent 
without cause...” Proverbs 1:11 And that’s 
exactly what the BATF has been doing. 

The Subcommittee leveled the following 
charges against the BATF: 

“These practices , amply documented in 
hearings before this Subcommittee, leave little 
doubt that the Bureau has disregarded rights 
guaranteed by the Constitution and laws of 
the United States. 

“It has trampled upon the Second 
Amendment by chilling the exercise of the 
right to keep and bear arms by law-abiding 
citizens. 

“It has 

trampled the 


Fourth Amendment by unreasonably 
searching and seizing private property. 

“It has ignored the Fifth Amendment by 
taking private property without just 
compensation and by entrapping honest 
citizens without regard for their right to due 
process of law. ” 

Richard Davis, spokesman for the Treasury 
Department, testified before the Subcommittee 
that the Bureau was making strides to go after 
real felons... but offered no documentation 
whatsoever to prove these claims. It was proven 
that three months after making these claims, 
prosecution of felonious firearms cases actually 
dropped-down from its whopping 9.8%. 

“In hearings before BATF’s 
Appropriations Subcommittee, however, 
expert evidence was submitted establishing 
that approximately 75% of BATF gun 
prosecutions were aimed at ordinary citizens 
who had neither criminal intent nor 
knowledge, but were enticed by agents into 
unknowing technical violations. ” 

Practices such as these (and others) 
eventually led to the Waco raid, which the 
BATF needed in order to polish its tarnished 
image. They charged into the Davidian 
Ranch— with TV cameras rolling~to save 
America from David Koresh and his evil horde. 
The same tactics, the use of false and fabricated 
charges that the Subcommittee condemned 
back in 1982 were used by the BATF at Waco 
eleven years later. 

ANTHRAX MAILED TO 
YOUR DOOR 

Impossible? Not according to a London 
Sunday Times article of Nov. 23, 1998 
headlined “Anthrax By Mail, Order Now While 
Supplies Last ” “Lethal biological warfare 
agents capable of killing thousands of people 
are openly on sale for just a few hundred 
pounds. Anthrax, plague, botulinum (used to 
make botulism) and brucella— sought by 
terrorists and rogue states are being offered 
for export to Britain from eastern Europe and 
the Third World. 

“E-coli and salmonella , which have killed 
scores of people in Britain , are also available 
from laboratories that make no checks on 
their customers. 

“Defense experts say the lack of controls 
on the trade makes it easy for countries such 
as Iraq and North Korea to stockpile huge 
arsenals of biological weapons. ” 

The Sunday Times also said that germs 
could be purchased for $1000.00 “including 
shipping. ” 

One laboratory in the Czech Republic 
agreed to sell undercover reporters a sample of 
botulinum for 20 British pounds— no questions 
asked. 

Indonesia is another player. The story said 
that “...they export vaccine to North Korea, 


where the military is known to have developed 
stockpiles of anthrax and botulinum toxin. ” 

NOW THIS IS TRUE 

“A recent survey of 10,000 adults by the

JUDICIAL LAW BREAKERS 

“Federal agents and prosecutors around 
the country have repeatedly broken the law 
over the past decade in pursuit of convictions, 
the Pittsburgh Post-Gazette said it found as 
the result of a two-year investigation ” 
reported the AP Nov. 11, 1998. 

“The newspaper, in a 10-part series, said 
it found examples of prosecutors lying, hiding 
evidence, distorting the facts, engaging in 
cover-ups, paying for perjury and setting up 
innocent people to win indictments, guilty 
pleas and convictions. 

“Federal officials rarely were punished 
for their misconduct, despite the fact that they 
caused some victims to lose their jobs, assets 
and even families, the newspaper said. It also 
reported that some victims went to prison 
because prosecutors withheld favorable 
evidence or allowed fabricated testimony, 
while some criminals walked free as a reward 
for conspiring with the government” 

Said Robert Merkle, who served as a U.S. 
Attorney from 1982 to 1988, “It’s a 
results-oriented process today, fairness be 
damned. The philosophy of the past 10 or 15 
years is that whatever works is right. ” 

Myron Marlin, a Justice Department 
spokesman said, “[Federal prosecutors] are 
governed by the rules of the states where they 
are licensed, the courts where the case is tried 
and by federal regulations as well. 

“Our office [Office of Professional 
Responsibility] that oversees prosecutorial 
conduct reviews every complaint and 
vigorously pursues prosecutors that cross the 
line.” [Blah, blah, blah, —Ed]. However, during 
the Pittsburgh Post-Gazette investigation, the 
DOJ refused any comment. 

“The Post-Gazette also said it found 
hundreds of examples of abuse in discovery, 
which requires that federal prosecutors turn 
over to criminal defendants any evidence that 
might help prove the defendant’s innocence, 
or show lack of credibility on the part of 
prosecution witnesses, ” reported the AP.

MAYORS FACE LAWSUIT BY 
GUN OWNER GROUP 

A press release issued by The Second 
Amendment Foundation has put the cities of 
Chicago and New Orleans on notice that if they 
proceed in their suits against the firearms 
manufactures, SAF plans to counter-sue. The 
press release stated that SAF has “...notified 
the US Conference of Mayors in a faxed letter 
dated Dec. 8 that it plans to sponsor a 
* damage action 9 against the cities of Chicago 
and New Orleans charging them with 
conspiracy to violate civil rights, abuse of 
process and undue burden on interstate 
commerce. 99 

Alan Gottlieb, founder of the Second 
Amendment Foundation, said, “From coast to 
coast, noted law professors seem to agree with 


many newspaper editorials which have 
suggested that the lawsuits filed by the cities 
of New Orleans and Chicago against firearms 
manufacturers and marketers are 
ill-conceived, ill-advised and totally without 
merit. 99 

Said Joseph P. Tartaro, president of SAF, 
“The nature and status of guns and tobacco 
are not analogous. Firearms have a 
significant beneficial use in our society 
beyond recreation, since independent research 
shows they are used over 2 million times a 
year to prevent or terminate predatory 
criminal assaults. 

“The New Orleans and Chicago lawsuits 
are not only frivolous; they are dangerous 
because they are an extension of legal and 
political buccanerring that will rape 
Americans of the means to self-defense while 
looting a legal industry. 99 

SPEAKING OF LAW SUITS... 

Steve Dasbach, national director of the 
Libertarian Party, wants to level law suits at the 
government. Dasbach suggested that if the 
government can go after the tobacco industry 
(to the tune of $40 billion) and if cities can go 
after the firearms industry, then why not hold 
the government to the same standard? 

“Government programs— such as wars, 
exploding automotive air bags, and grisly 
radiation experiments— have killed and 
maimed tens of thousands of Americans over 
the years. 

“Americans shouldn't tolerate a double 
standard of justice , one for the politicians and 
one for the people. It's time to start holding 
the government accountable. 99 

“The federal government admitted last 
year that Cold War nuclear tests exposed 
230,000 Americans to high levels of radioac- 
tive iodine, and may cause 75,000 people to 
develop fatal thyroid cancer. If it's fair to 
force tobacco companies to pay for smoking- 
related illnesses, it's fair to force the govern- 
ment to pay for legislation-related illnesses- 
like thyroid cancer. 

“Eighteen state governments control the 
liquor stores that operate within their borders. 
So why aren't those state politicians and 
bureaucrats sued for the cost of every alcohol- 
related car crash? 

“According to Department of Justice 
figures, murderers are freed from prison an 
average of 11.6 years before their full 
sentence expires; armed robbers are sprung 5 
years early; and rapists are back on the streets 
5.9 years early. The politicians who handed 
these murderers, robbers, and rapists get-out- 
of-jail-early cards— usually so they could fill 
the jails with people convicted of victimless 
crimes— ought to be charged as an accessory 
to every crime these violent thugs commit. 99 

Dasbach admitted that there’s little 
chance of this ever happening, but said, “But 
wouldn't America be a much safer country if 
politicians were held to the same standard as 


any other individual? Unfortunately, unless 
that happens, prosecution-proof politicians 
will continue to escape the consequences of 
their actions— while hypocritically sending 
ordinary Americans off to jail. 99 

Note: It was the government that gave us 
the Prohibition Act-an absolute disaster by 
anyone’s standards-- which lead to entrenched 
organized crime. That one act by Washington, 
70 years ago, has caused insurmountable harm 
to our countiy and those harmful effects are 
still with us today. 

But wait... there’s more. Not only do we 
lose millions to organized crime every year, we 
also lose millions in tax dollars to support the 
FBI, which Washington created to correct their 
first mistake. The average American citizen is 
getting screwed big-time by these two entities. 

Add up how much it has cost the taxpay- 
ers to support the FBI since its inception (with 
its current 128,000 employees), then add up 
how much organized crime has stolen from us 
since its inception, then total the two figures.

THE SOCIALISTS IN CONGRESS

A few years ago, when I stopped by to visit 
the Washington office of my congressman, 
Henry Waxman of Hollywood, I received the 
shock of my life. It was like stepping into an 
office in a socialist or Communist country. It 
was drab. Everything was cold and impersonal. 
Members of his staff, were dressed down, way 
down. One staffer made a point to tell me that 
everyone who worked for Mr. Waxman-from 
the chief of staff right down to the 
secretaries— all received the same pay.

The Democrats have put socialists in charge 
of their members on the Ways and Means 
Committee, the Banking and Small Business 
Committee, the Science Committee, the 
Veterans Committee, the Resources Committee 
and the Judiciary Committee. In fact, there are 
five members of the Progressive Caucus on the 
committee currently holding hearings on the 
Inquiry of Impeachment for Bill Clinton. 

There is nothing progressive about the 
Progressive Caucus. The Democratic Socialists 
of America is an affiliate of the Socialist 
International, whose roots go all the way back 
to 1864.

More Guns, Less Crime 

More Guns , Less Crime: Understanding 
Crime and Gun Control Laws , by John R. Lott, 
Jr., University of Chicago Press ISBN: 

0226493636, $23.00 

Does allowing people to own or carry 
guns deter violent crime? Or does it cause 
more citizens to harm each other? Wherever 
people happen to fall along the ideological 
spectrum, their answers are all too often 
founded on anecdotal evidence. In this direct 
challenge to conventional wisdom, legal 
scholar John Lott presents the most rigorous 
and comprehensive analysis ever done on 
crime. He comes to a startling conclusion: 

more guns mean less crime. 

Lott's sources are the most extensive yet 
assembled, based as they are on 18 years of FBI 
crime figures for all 3,054 U.S. counties, the 
largest national surveys on gun ownership, and 
state police records on illegal gun use. His 
unexpected findings reveal that many of the 


most commonly held assumptions about gun 
control and its crime-fighting efficacy are 
simply wrong. Waiting periods, gun buybacks, 
and background checks yield virtually no 
benefits in crime reduction. Instead, Lott 
argues, allowing law-abiding citizens to carry 
legally concealed handguns currently represents 
the most cost-effective method for reducing 
violent crime. 

In what may be his most controversial 
conclusion, Lott finds that mass public shoot- 
ing incidents like the infamous Long Island 
Railroad and the 1996 Empire State Building 
cases are dramatically reduced once 
law-abiding citizens are allowed to carry 

concealed handguns. 

Lott maintains that criminals generally 
respond to deterrence: as the risks and potential 
costs of criminal activity rise, criminals either 
commit fewer crimes or move on to other areas. 
The possibility of getting shot by somebody 
carrying a concealed weapon constitutes a 
substantial risk, and discourages physical 
confrontation. Accordingly, the states now 
experiencing the largest reductions in crime are 
the ones with the fastest-growing rates of gun 
ownership. Accidental gun deaths and suicides 

are also examined. 

Thorough and enlightening, More Guns, 
Less Crime is required reading for anyone 
interested in the sometimes contentious, always 
critical American debate over gun control. 

John R. Lott, Jr. teaches criminal deter- 
rence and law and economics at the University 
of Chicago, where he is the John M. Olin Law 
and Economics Fellow. He was the chief 
economist at the United States Sentencing 
Commission during 1988 and 1989. He has 
published over 70 articles in academic journals.

SURVIVING A STANDOFF 

Sometimes our federal friends and their 
state and local buddies like to get together at 4 
am, dress in black and then kick in doors, dash 
into bedrooms, and slam the muzzles of 9mm 
Heckler & Koch submachine guns against 

sleepy foreheads. 

Warrants? They got no-knock warrants! 

But just suppose in one particular house- 
hold the door is reinforced, and the bullies are 

forced to back off. 

Next they may throw in CS gas grenades. 
CS, an incapacitating chemical agent of the 
lacrimator type, is not a gas but a particulate of 
micro-fine specks carried on the smoke 
produced by a grenade. No matter, CS is 
extremely potent. It produces an intense 
burning pain in all moist areas — nose, eyes, 
nasal passages, bronchial passages, and lungs. 
The body immediately produces huge quantities 
of mucus. Eyes are sealed shut. CS induces 
panic, disorientation and fear, the emotions and 
mental condition most favored by the police 

state. 

The feds want you to stumble outside so 
they can finish you off. But you don’t want 


that. And that's what this article is about: how 
to survive the CS grenade tear gas attack. 

DEFENSE #1 - GAS MASK 

This is your best defense. You can pick 
up a brand-new Israeli gas mask or a used 
domestic mask with a brand-new filter cartridge 
for $15 to $30 at most surplus stores. Keep 

your mask near where you sleep. 

DEFENSE #2 - INHIBIT THE LACRI- 
MATING AGENT 

This is your next-best defense. Keep 
vinegar, a bucket and a pair of heavy gloves 
near where you sleep. Pick up the CS grenade 
with the gloves (to avoid 3rd degree bums) and 
drop it in a bucket of vinegar. In a pinch you 
can soak towels in the vinegar and place them 
over your nose and mouth. Vaseline on 
exposed skin will help protect you from the 
general irritation that CS produces. Cut a raw 
onion in half and use it like a scrub bmsh to get 

the chemical agent off exposed skin. 

DEFENSE #3 - NEUTRALIZE THE 
LACRIMATING AGENT This is your third- 
best option. Instead of vinegar, keep a supply 
of chlorine bleach on hand. It is easiest to store 
in its powdered form. Toss some into your 
bucket and add water. Using thick gloves or a 
folded rag, drop the burning grenade into the 
bucket. The bleach neutralizes the active 

chemical, rendering it ineffective. 

DEFENSE #4 - THROW IT BACK AT 
THEM 

You may be able to pick it up and throw 
it back. (Protect your hands.) 

Of course the feds and their pals can also 
use blast-style munitions delivered in one 
detonation. Without a gas mask, you’ve got a 
major problem. CS can also be delivered by 
spraying, including water cannon.

12 MONTHS LATER 

Keith Tidswell, a member of the Austra- 
lian Sporting Shooter’s Association, was 
recently interviewed by Ginny Simone concern- 
ing the effects of Australia’s gun ban. Here are 
the crime statistics one year after the Australian 
government imposed draconian malum prohibi- 
tum gun laws on the citizens: 

Homicides up 3.2%. 

Assaults up 8.6%. 

Armed robberies up 44%. 

(In the territory of Victoria, homicides 
with firearms are up 300%). Politicians are at a 
loss to explain the sudden rise in crime (well, 
duh!). , 

The interview revealed that armed 
robberies with firearams steadily declined over 
the past 25 years— all that changed abruptly 
after the gun ban. 

The unarmed elderly are particularly hard 
hit by the gun ban. Robberies and assaults have 
risen sharply against them. 


To date 640,381 firearms have been 
confiscated by the government down under. 

Also, in Canada, another Commonwealth 
country, November 30 marked the beginning of 
the long gun registration law. The Toronto Sun 
reported that an estimated 7-10 million rifles 
and shotguns will be registered before the year 
2003. Not without problems, however. The Sun 
noted that “Even its proponents admit it is a 
red-tape nightmare of massive proportions 
and expense— an estimated cost of $1 billion, ” 

The major argument against registgration 
is that “Almost all guns used in crime [which 
is at a 30-year low] are handguns , and almost 
all of those (90%) are illegally owned, ” 

Thus regristration will have virtually no 
effect on crime whatsoever. 

On a lighter note, some Canadians are 
taking the registration forms— dozens of them- 
and randomly writing in names of people out of 
the phone book and sending them to the 
government. Sometimes they write “NEVER” 
across the form. This will no doubt increase the 
“red-tape nightmare” for the Canadian 
government. 

Closing note: During WWII Washington 
wanted some ideas on how to play mind-games 
on the Third Reich. Who did they contact? 
Hollywood comedians and script writers. 
Something to keep in mind for future battles 
with the government. 

“CHINA BUILDING ANTI- 
SATELLITE LASER” 

That was the headline of a Los Angeles 
Times story dated Nov. 28, 1998. It read: “A 

Pentagon study warns that China may be 
developing an anti-satellite laser that could 
disable the U.S. military f s orbiting reconnais- 
sance network, 

“Six years ago , China determined that 
the way to offset the United States 9 upper 
hand in technology was to develop satellite 
superiority said John Tkacik, a former U.S. 
foreign service officer and consultant to firms 
on Chinese affairs. “I can 7 think of any other 
reason they ’d be doing this , ” said Tkacik. 

The Times reported that any laser devel- 
oped by China would be similar to the U.S. 
Army’s ‘Miracl,’ a $1 billion-plus anti-satellite 
laser system currently being tested in New 
Mexico. 

COLORADO STATE 
LEGISLATORS BLAST THE 
IRS CODE 

WHEREAS, The procedure for the 
assessment and collection of federal taxes and 
the method of refunding such taxes under the 
federal Internal Revenue Code is beyond repair; 
and 

WHEREAS, The current federal Internal 
Revenue Code contains seven million words 
and eight thousand pages, making this system 


of taxation foreign, complicated, and unfair; 
and 

WHEREAS, Complying with federal tax 
laws each year is a two-hundred-billion dollar 
business, causing taxpayers to spend 5.4 billion 
hours on tax matters, which is more working 
hours that is needed by the nation’s entire 
automobile industry; and 

WHEREAS, Taxpayers are hopelessly 
bogged down with complying with instructions 
of the Internal Revenue Service’s “simplest” 
income tax return, the 1040EZ Form, and even 
more massive instructions of the IRS 1040 
Form; and 

WHEREAS, Because of the harsh and 
arbitrary way in which the Internal Revenue 
Code is written, individual taxpayers and 
businesses are forced to go to unusual extremes 
simply trying to comply with the filing require- 
ments specified in the Code; and 

WHEREAS, The current system of 
federal taxation under the Internal Revenue 
Code burdens taxpayers with taxes that are too 
high; and 

WHEREAS, Any steps taken by the 
federal government to lower taxes by modifying 
the existing Code would complicate the system 
even more; and 

WHEREAS; There is an urgent need to 
develop a system of federal taxation within a 
time frame that is both adequate and specific 
and that pertains to everything connected with 
federal taxes, including the paying of taxes, the 
furnishing of records, the withholding of 
wages; that is not deceptive or misleading; that 
does not burden the taxpayer with unnecessary 
misstatements and misleading references to 
specific code sections; and that does not convey 
an erroneous legal meaning of the word “must”; 
now therefore. 

Be it Resolved by the House of Represen- 
tatives of the Sixty-first General Assembly of 
the State of Colorado, the Senate concurring 
herein; 

(1) That we, the members of the General 
Assembly, urge the Congress of the United 
States to enact legislation to abolish the Inter- 
nal Revenue Code by December 31, 2000, and 
to replace it with a new system of federal 
taxation, which in essence, will: 

(a) Make it clear to taxpayers which 
information is required by law to disclose and 
the authority for the requirement; (b) Lower 
federal taxes, thereby creating job opportuni- 
ties; (c) Foster growth by encouraging work 
and savings; (d) Be fair to all taxpayers (e) Be 
simple enough for all taxpayers to understand; 
(f) Allow people, not government, to make or 
expand their choices with respect to developing 
and implementing a new system of federal 
taxation; (g) Be visible so people know the cost 
of government; (h) Provide stability so that 
people can plan for the future. 

Be it Further Resolved, That we, the 
members of the General Assembly, urge other 
states to request the abolishment of the current 
Internal Revenue Code and to request the 


development of a new system of federal 
taxation. 

Be It Further Resolved, That copies of 
the resolution be forwarded to the President of 
the Senate and Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States Congress and to 
each member of Colorado’s Congressional 
delegation
